Aids Growth of Trees 

Plants that do not readily grow 
from cuttings may be made to do 
so by a simple trick disocvered by 
I., B. Stewart at the Royal Botanic 
garden at Edinburgh, Scotland. 
Growing plants from cuttings is a 
time-honored method with soft- 
stemmed plants, and with woody 
stems that are not too hard and slow 
growing, like grape and poplar. But 
certain trees of slow growth, like 
camphor, have always been difficult 
to get started. Mr. Stewart shaded 
branches of camphor trees and in- 
‘duced them to put forth “etiolated” 
twigs, that is, long, slim, sappy 


shoots like those produced by plants’ 


kept in a dark cellar. These soft, 
fast-growing shouts strike root much 
more readily than do cuttings taken 
from the harder, more mature twigs 
of the naturally grown plant.
